The worst snowstorm in 22 
years, spearheaded by a 
freezing rain, swept into the 
Quad-City area early Wed- 
nesday to paralyze traffic and 
virtually halt’ business 
operations and_ pre-Christmas 
activities. 

The storm, described as of 
near-blizzard — proportions, 
hrought 12 inches of snow to the 
Quad-City area, with part of the 
precipitation measured as snow 
and rain which first hit the area 
‘Tuesday night 


It was the heaviest snowfall 
since Nov, 6, 1951, when nearly 
13 inches was recorded. 

Freezing rain which coated 
streets with an ice glaze that 
slowed traffic to a crawl hit the 
area early Tuesday night, 
changing to snow in ihe early 
morning hours Wednesday. The 
snowfall was buffeted by high 
winds that caused drifting 

By 7 a.m. motorists were in 
deep trouble. Through the day, 
drifts up to two feet built up in 


parking areas, along curbs and 
against buildings. 
Motels here and 
throughoughout the 
metropolitan area were 
crowded as both workers and 
travelers found themselves 
stranded by foot-deep snow. 
Communication needs

Pendleton, commission 
member. 

The three board members 
told the council the recom- 
mendations to revise police 
department procedure and 
administration were based on a 
survey of the Granite City 
department by the Police 
Service Bureau of the Illinois 
Association of Chiefs of Police. 

“The survey, covering all 
aspects of law enforcement

A Republican ticket ot can- 
didates for three Madison 
County offices—sheriff, county 
clerk and treasurer—will have 
no opposition and wili win the 
GOP nominations by default in 
the March 19 primary election 
next year. 

At the same time, however, 
the Republicans will be without 
a candidate for the office of 
county superintendent of the 
educational service region, 
although some Republican 
sources said a campaign for a 
write-in candidate is to be 
organized. 

The primary election filing 
period ended at the office of 
County Clerk Eulalia Hotz in 
Edwardsville at 5 p.m. Monday 
with a three-way race for the 
Democratic nomination of a 
county clerk, a three-way fight 
for the Democratic nomination 
as sherriff and two candidates 
in the field in the Democratic 
nomination of a treasurer. 

Opposition for the county 
school post lies between Vasil 
Eftimoff, Granite City School 
District employe of Granite 
City, and Harold ‘‘Gene” Briggs 
of Nameoki Township who 
served many years as an 
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assistant to County Superin- 
tendent Wilbur Trimpq. Trimpe 
has assumed his duties as 
president of Lewis and Clark 
Community College and is not 
seeking re-election. 

Republican candidates, who 
did not file petitions of can- 
didacy until the final day for 
filing on Monday, include 
Robert J. Urban of Troy as 
candidate for sheriff; Donald 
W. Emde of Bethalto, for county 
clerk, and Carol Frederick, of 
East Alton, for county 
treasurer. 

They were the only GOP 
candidates to enter the primary 
race and therefore will be 
without opposition on the ballot 
of the Republican primary 
election. Candidates for county 
offices nominated in March on 
both party tickets will oppose 
one another in a general runoff 
election Nov. 5. 

Until Monday, incumbent 
Sheriff John Maeras, a 
Democrat of Madison, was the 
only candidate on the 
Democratic ticket for that of- 
fice. Two other candidates filed 
for the Democratic sheriff's 
race Monday afternoon.

Previously, Democratic

rank of Sgt. from four to nine. 

6. Eliminate the canine patrol 
and retire dogs. 

7. Merge existing traffic 
division into the patrol division 
and hire civilian parking meter 
personnel to work ingependent 
of the police department. 

8. Hire civilian dispatchers to 
work under direct supervision 
of a police communication 
sergeant. 

9. Create a departmental drug 
control fund of $500 from which 
the police department can make 
“buys” and pay informants. 

10. That Granite City urgently 
expedite plans for a new police 
station. The new station should 


be designed to maximize ef- 
fective and efficient use of 
space, utilities, security and 
parking. Of equal importance, 
the much needed police facility 
in Granite City would certainly 
improve the department morale 
and public image.

Firehouse 
objections 
discussed 


A delegation of residents 
living in the neighborhood of 
Johnson Road and Richmond 
Avenue—proposed site of a new 
Granite City fire station— 
requested Monday night that 
the city drop its plan to build the 
firehouse at that location. 

Speaking before the City 
Council during its regular 
session, Gail Buenger, 2208 
Richmond Ave., a spokesman 
for the objectors. maintained 
the location of a fire station at 
Johnson Road and Richmond 
Avenue would lower the value of 
residential property in the 
neighborhood and would not 
result in any reduction in fire 
insurance rates. 

Buenger said a petition op- 
posing the rezoning of the site 
for a firehouse and construction 
of the station at the location had 
been signed by 34 property 
owners. 

The objections resulted in 
defeat of a motion by Alderman 
Roy Poulos to suspend the rules 
for final passage of a resolution 
finalizing the purchase of the 
site by the city at a cost of 
$12,000. Council members ap- 
proved a motion to buy the site 
at its Dec. 3 meeting. 

After defeat of the move for 
final passage, Poulos moved to 
place the purchase resolution on 
first reading. That motion was 
approved by a roll call vote of 8 
to 5. 


The council was informed by 
letter from Dave Morgan, 
chairman of the City Plan 
Commission, that rezoning of 
the site to permit construction 
of the proposed firehouse was 


unnecessary because the ‘city's” 
zoning ordinance permite 
construction of public in- 
stitutions in an R-1 residential 
district. ‘ 

Buenger disputed reports to 
the council in its Dec. 3 meeting 
that a survey by fire depart. - 
ment officials indicated a 
majority of neighborhood’ 
residents were in favor of the 
new firehouse. 

Buenger told the council that 
the people, among other things, 
object to the “noise pollution” ~ 
that would result from a 
firehouse—particularly _ sirens 
at late night or early morning 
hours. 

He said also that he had 
checked with insurance officials 
and was told that proximity toa” 
firehouse does nothing toward - 
reducing fire insurance rates on 
residential properties. 

Charles Hileman, assistant 
fire chief, said he had in- 
terviewed residents of the 
neighborhood, and that while he °

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Madison housing code advanced

A proposed new housing code 
forthe city of Madison was 
outlined at the regular City 
Council meeting Tuesday night 
and scheduled for adoption in its 
final form at the next council 
meeting at 7:30 p.m. Jan. 2. 

The discussion and review of 
the housing regulations was 
held with Darryl Thompson of 
the Southwestern _ [llinois 
Metropolitan Area Planning 
Commission. 

Thompson has been meeting 
with the council's ordinance 
committee and legal staff to 
consider the code which is 


similar to that of University 
City and based on American 
Public Health Association 
recommendations. 

The housing code will deal 
with structures already built 
and will set minimum stan 
dards for safe and sanitary 
living conditions. 

When a house or apartment 
becomes vacant and before a 
new family may move in, to 
rent or buy, the dwelling must 
be inspected and the people 
planning to live in the structure 
must obtain an occupancy 
permit from the city 

The new ordinance will 
govern such items as lighting, 


number of windows, minimum 
electrical outlets, rodent 
proofing, hot water and space- 
per-person requirements. 

Each alderman was given a 
copy.of the proposed code and 
was asked by Mayor Mike 
Sasyk to continue studying the 
document for any questions or 
additions so that it may be 
adopted at the next meeting. 

Mayor Sasyk reviewed a 
proposed agreement _ for 
establishing a Metro East 
Regional Treatment 
Association, for construction of 
a secondary sewage treatment 
facility. 

‘The mayor noted that as the 


agreement now stands a board 
of three will have absolute 
control, with 12 cities affected 
having little or no voice. 

‘The plan calls for a three-man 
board to be created with a 
representative from the East 
Side Levee and Sanitary 
District, the Village of Sauget 
and East St. Louis 

This board would have power 
to hire, fire and spend, ac- 
cording to Sasyk 

The agreement calls for a 14- 
man advisory board, but the 


mayor pointed out the advisory 
board would have no authority. 

The advisory board would 
consist of the chief officer of 


Alorton, Brooklyn, Cahokia, 
Canteen Township, Caseyville, 
Centreville, Centreville 
Township, Fairmont City, 
Madison, National City, Stites 
Township, Venice, Venice 
Township. and Washington 
Park. 

Sasyk told the council he is 
asking for a seven-man board to 
give fairer representation to the 
cities who will have to pay the 
bills. 

Mayor Sasyk asked City 
Attorney George Filcoff to 
comment on the proposed 
agreement. Filcoff replied, 
“This is really bad. It is so bad 
it borders on being ridiculous 
All they will need is a quorum of 
two to do whatever they want 
This gives a couple of people a 
lot of power. What this 
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agreement would doing is usurp 
the power of all the com- 
munities involved.”” 

The council authorized pur- 
chase of a street department 
vehicle from Brodhead Ford 
who was low bidder with an 
offer of $3,271. The finance 
committee reported the bid met 
all specifications. 

A bid for $2,917 from the 
Quad-City Roofing Co., 800 State 
St., Madison, was referred to 
the finance committee. No other 
bids were received. 

City bills of $28,237 for the 
period of Dec. 4 to Dec. 18 were 
approved.

County election changed 


The Madison County Board 
voted yesterday. to consolidate 
the County Board election with 
the state and district elections 
as a money-saving step. 

The County Board primary 
election was to have been Feb. 
12 with the general election 
April 2. The decision extends 
the terms of the members up for 
re-election until late in the year 

The state, district and county 
primary election will be held 
March 19 with the general 
election Nov.5 

The board also agreed to 
purchase the former Bank of 
Edwardsville building across 
from the County Courthouse at 
Edwardsville at a cost of 
$170,000. The funds for the 


purchase will be borrowed on a 
plan calling for repayment over 
six years at 4 per cent interest. 

Included in the bank purchase 
will be two parking lots for 
county employes. The building 
will be remodeled to provide 
additional county office space. 

A proposal to merge seven 
townships into three new 
townships was approved and 
now will be placed on the ballot, 
probably during the November 
general election. 

The proposal calls 
Omphghent, Olive and New 
Douglas townships to be 
merged into one, Alhambra and 
Leef into another, and St. Jacob 
and Marine into a third town- 
ship.

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Parmley who is chairman of the 
council's finance committee, 
favored the actiion which he 
said would enable the city clerk 
to notify each department head 
as to how much money had been 
spent under the city budget. 

Parmley said city workers 
who make purchases for which 

no requisition is required 
frequently overspend the 
budget because the city clerk's 
office has no way of knowing 
how much has been spent in the 
different departments. 

Council members decided to 
send the resolution back to 
committee to include maximum 
figures as to how much could be 
spent on purchases without 
obtaining requisitions first 

The alderman also approved 
on final passage an ordinance 
establishing emergency 
vehicular lanes in the com- 
mercial area between Fehling 
and Pontoon Roads on the 
westerly side of Nameoki Road.

Illinois have been suffering the 
loss of stymied development of 
this university, while the board 
has become bogged down in its 
own decision-making about how 
to decentralize. 

“Seventeen years ago, the 
people of this area committed 
over half a million dollars to 
bring SIUE into existence. 
Few, if any, of Ilinois’ public 
universities have such a 
birthright connection with the 
people they serve. 

“Until four years ago, when 
the trustees first began ‘ex- 
perimenting’ with a decen- 
tralization that has never really 
occurred, the university here 
was well on its way to becoming 
an institution capable of serving 
the diverse needs of this area 

“Since then, however, I have 
watched while the university's 
ability lo respond to the 
educational and developmental 
needs of this region has been 
steadily stymied 

‘Indecision by the present 
trustees over decentralization 
has existed for far too long a 
time. 

“T certainly am aware of the 
fact that tight budgets in recent 
years have hampered higher 
education 

“But, in my opinion, tight 
budgets have hampered SIUE 
somewhat less than the board's 
inability to fulfill the long belief 
of people in this area: that SIUE 
would be free and autonomous 
from preoccupations of the 
Board which center in Car- 
bondale 

“1 know how important SIUE 
is to the people of Southwestern 
Nlinois 

“It is important to the 
future development of this 
area that this university be 
governed and developed in its. 
own right, rather than subject 
to the present board's 
preoccupations 

“SIUE cannot develop and be 
responsive to the needs of the 
area it serves unle: 
and clear of the pri 
of Trustees. 

“The dollars invested by local 
taxpayers in this university are 
entitled to no less attention than 
the bill that 1 will sponsor in 
Jamaary 

‘It is my intention, between 
now and the January session, to 
discuss, my concerns and this 
bill with other elected officials 
in this important area of the 

state as well as with civic 
leaders concerned about 
providing public institutions 
responsive to the people they 
serve 

*My legislation will establish 
an eight-member Board of 
‘Trustees to be appointed by the 
governor and confirmed by the 
Senate. One member will be a 
student representative, as 
required by legislation during 
the last legislative session. 

“The new board will have all 
powers and duties over 

outhern [linois University at 

wardsville which the present 
board holds. 

“The only difference—but 
the important difference— 
will be that the board 1 
propose will not be suf- 
focating in discussions about 
how to decentralize Edwards- 
ville and Carbondale from one 
another, while both univer- 

missions — and 
go ‘begging for 
attention and servicing. 

“The new board will simply 
fulfill the promise made by the 
present Board of Trustees 
almost three years ago: make 
SIUF. an autonomous institution 
second to no one else's preoc- 
cupations. and — responsive 
solely to the needs of people in 
the area that invested in its 
birthright,” Sen.

issues

A joyous Noel, hingebend- 
ers! 

Christmas is stamping 
around the world. Mail bags 
bulge and postmen groan. 

‘The colors, beauty and de- 
signs of the stamps franking 
those holiday envelopes rival 
the artwork of the cards they 
carry inside. Christmas has 
moved out of the nursery and 
into the stamp album to stay. 
Within the past decade nation 
after nation has begun issuing 
annual ‘Noel stamps. It is rap- 
idly becoming a universal 
custom, 

Christmas has now become 
the longest and most festive 
traditional holiday celebrated 
in most parts of the world. But 
it all began back in the 4th 
Century and was derived 
from the medieval Christes 
Masse. Most authorities agree 
that it was not celebrated dur- 
ing the first centuries of the 
Christian church, since Chris- 
tians were prone to celebrate 
deaths, not births, as signifi- 
cant events. 

Because the populace would 
not give up the old Roman 
feast in honor of the birth of 
Sol, the Western church in the 
5th Century, ordered that the 
feast be celebrated as the 
birth of Christ. Since no one 
knew the date of His birth, it 
seemed appropriate. Ger- 
manic and Celtic tribes con- 
sidered the-winter soltice the 
most important point in the 
year, so they held their Yule 
festival on the day that 
greeted the rebirth of the sun. 
The Yule log, the holly, mis- 
tletoe and the wassail bowl 
are all relics of those pre- 
Christian rites. 

The Romans used trees as 
festival decorations, but the 
Christmas tree, as such, first 
showed up on 18th Century 
country estates and it wasn't 
until the latter part of the 19th 
Century that it moved in- 
doors. The gifts under the 
tree be traced to old 
pagan fiolidays, too. The 
dwarf, or brownie, who left 
them shifted down the years 
to St. Nicholas, patron saint 
and guardian of children, to 
Father Christmas, Kriss 
Kringle and Santa Claus. For 
some 200 years now his tradi- 

, tional visit to the hearthside 
has prompted children to 
leave shoes, plates, baskets, 
or ‘stockings hung by the 
chimney with care’”’ on 

Christmas eve. 

And just what does all of 
that have to do with philately? 

‘The topic has taken over the 
subject matter of most of.the 
October and November new 
issues each year, that’s what. 
Ten years ago it would have 
been a slim volume put to- 
gether and labeled ‘‘Christ- 
mas on Stamps.” Today, pre- 
pare shelf space for several 
thick ones and expect more to 
come.

Touch spreads 


common cold

When was the last time 
someone came up to you, 
shook your hand warmly, and 
said, “Don't get too close to 
me. I’ve got a cold?” 

According to the latest find- 
ings, you’d better tell your 
friend to keep his hands to 
himself. Researchers say we 
often ‘‘catch”’ colds, not from 
being coughed or sneezed on, 
but by touching the skin of an 
infected person and then put- 
ting our hands to our own 
eyes, nose or mouth. 

In one study it was found 
that rhinovirus, which causes 
about one out of every three 
colds in adults, was present on 
the hands of four out of 10 peo- 
ple tested. Apparently, rhino- 
virus can also live happily on 
such dry surfaces as wood, 
plastic and metal. 

When volunteers handled 
such infected surfaces and 
then fingered their nostrils, 
they came down with a cold. 
Wash your hands frequently if 
you have a cold. 5 

Infection by touch {8 only 
‘one of the uncommonly known 
facts about the common cold, 
an illness which reportedly 
robs us of more time on the 
job than any other. Would you 


like to avoid getting a cold this 
winter, or be less miserable if 
you come down with one? 
‘Then you'll want to find out 
about these healthful hints 
from leading authorities. 

The American Medical As- 
sociation warns that crowding 
will help the spread of the 
common cold and other conta- 
gious illnesses. Can you give 
yourself a little more 
“breathing space” in your 
sleeping quarters, especially 
when someone in the room is 
sick? Ideally, beds should be 
at least three feet apart if pos- 
sible. The AMA says you'd be 
better off if you can avoid 
‘using double-deck beds or 
tiered bunks. 

If you work in a crowded of- 
fice or factory, you might be 
doing your coworkers and 
yourself a favor by staying 
home with your cold.

For tree lights, turn off 
some other indoor lights 


Inside Christmas tree lights 
can be used and still comply 
with federal guidelines which 
have been set up to conserve 
energy, Gov. Dan Walker said 
this week 

The federal government has 
asked people not to use outdoor 
lighting this Christmas because 
of the energy crisis, and Walker 
said many people have the 
impression that they should not 
use inside lights on their trees. 

“Families can comply with 
federal guidelines and still 
enjoy inside Christmas tree 
lights," the governor said, 
“simply by counting up the 
watts used by the lights on the 
(ree and turning off light bulbs 
that use an equivalent number 
of watts in other areas of their 
homes.” 

The screw-in type bulb uses 
an average of six Watts each. A 
family can multiply the number 
of bulbs on the tree by six and 
turn off house light bulbs of 
equivalent | wattage, the 
governor noted, 

As to sub-miniature or 
“midget” bulbs, a string of 35 
midget lights might use as few 
as 28 watts 


The following tips are being 
offered for safe use of Christ- 
mas lights: 

Christmas lights generate 
heat that can build up over a 
period of time, so keep them 
well spaced and ventilated 

Prevent prolonged contact 
with furniture, drapes and 
carpets 

Check extension cords and be 
sure they don't have cracked 
insulation, frayed wires or 
damaged sockets. 

Avoid placing too great a load 
on a single circuit. Most homes 
are designed to tolerate 15 amps 
or 1,800 watts. If other lamps or 
appliances are on the same 
circuit, consider them in 
calculating the total load, 

Don't work on lights strings 
while the plug is still connected 

Don't stretch string lights or 
extension wiring. 

Don’t use flood lights on or 
near flammable materal 

Don't place electrical fixtures 
within a child's accessibility 

Do use rubber light socket 
gaskets where provided, and 
replace if needed 

Do make certain that lamps 
are not loose in their sockets 


Has Watergate deadened 
the Christmas spirit? 


By RON WELLS 


Have Americans lost the 
Christmas Spirit? Many peo- 
ple are saying yes and giving 
a variety of reasons. 

Dr. Thomas Rusk, associate 
professor of psychiatry at the 
University of California. at 
San Diego and medical direc- 
tor for the Western Institute of 
Human Resources believes 
that the spirit is there waiting 
to be released. 

“The question is, ‘Was there 
ever any Christmas Spirit?’ 
and the answer is ‘Yes,’"’ he 
said in an interview. ‘‘But as 
people grow older they tend to 
become more conservative 
and more concerned with the 
problems of living. 

“They also tend to forget 
the bad times and pain they 
may have experienced in 
their youth and recall only 
‘the good old days,’” said 
Rusk. ‘‘What they remember 
about Christmas is what it 
meant to them as kids rather 
than what it should mean to 
them today."”” 

Things like Watergate, war 
and urban living, Dr. Rusk 
added, tend to deaden a per- 
son's appreciation of Christ- 
mas. He begins to feel that the 
good times — and the good 
Christmases — are part of a 
never-to-be-recovered _ past. 

Dr. Rusk, a Jew, had the 
unique experience of cele- 
brating both Christmas and 
Hanukkah as a boy. 

“My closest friend was @ 
Scotch Catholic," recalled 
Rusk. “I would sleep over at 
his house at Christmas and 
eat dinner and exchange gifts 
and celebrate the holiday just 
like one of the family and he'd 
do the same over at my house

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during Hanukkah.” 

Rusk says that adults often 
equate Christmas with child- 
hood memories of the house 
filled with the smells of turkey 
and dressing or fresh baked 
hams and rolls; lots of friends 
and relatives filling the living 
room; presents under the 
tree, and no school. 

“One of the reasons that 
more adults aren't filled with 
the Spirit of Christmas is Lo- 
cause they've seen these 
things change," said Rusk. 
“Families are more spread 
out now making getting the 
whole family together for the 
holidays expensive if not im- 
possible 

“Despite what ‘Ma Bell’ 
tells us, a long distance tele- 
phone call on Christmas Day 
just doesn’t do it,"" Rusk said. 
“But I believe that most 
young people still feel good 
about Christmas because the 
peace and brotherly love as- 
pects of, the season are very 
important and prevalent 
among the young.” 

From Rusk’s vantage point 
as an “outsider,’’ he has seen 
Christmas divided into two 
distinct parts: religious and 
commercial. 

He believes that the reli- 
gious aspect of Christmas is 
still_very much alive. 

“Despite what people say 
about God being dead, He 
isn't,” said Rusk. ‘‘There is a 
religious revival going on in 
this country among both 
young and old which proves 
that people still believe in 
peace on earth and goodwill 
toward men.” 

Rusk sees commercialism 
in Christmas as no real threat 
to the season's religious tradi- 
tions. He sees a balance being 
drawn between the two. 
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“Commercialism has al- 
ways been here," he suid. “It 
was prevalent during iblical 
times so it certainly isn’t 
something which was just in- 
vented by Hallmark or Mat- 
tel.” 

To Rusk, the examples of 
change, family separation 
and commercialism ure but 
symptoms of a grexter ill 
which he believes mav be the 
uncerlying cause for the wan- 
ing of Christmas Spirit in 
America. 

“Since Korea the United 
States has been involved in 
one hot war after another and 
the American public has come 
to doubt that peace on earth is 
even possible,” said Rusk. 
“As a result, Americans have 
gotten more and more de- 
pressed and frustrated. 

“Whenever a people or a 
nation has a discrepancy be- 
tween professed ideals and 
behavior then there is embar- 
rassment and guilt." said 
Rusk. ‘Most people today are 
experiencing embarrassment 
and guilt not only about our 
international role but about 
the actions and ‘attitudes of 
our leaders in Wa-:ington. 

“These factors would ac- 
count for the rise in the com- 
mercialism of Christmas in 
recent years," he said, “as 
well as people recalling or re- 
living Christmases of their 
youth.”” 

Rusk believes that if the 
United States could experi- 
ence a period of international 
and domestic tranquility the 
Christmas Spirit which is bot- 
tled up inside most people 
would be released. 

“Then,” he said, “you'd see 
Christmas celebrated with 
happiness and sincerity like 
you've never seen before.”

$1.20 rate increase for 
educational purposes was 
defeated 290 to 91 on June 30 

In canvassing the Dec, 7 
election results this week, 
voters cast a total of 482 ballots 
it was shown, including 211 
“yes votes and 250 ‘no. 
Twenty-one ballots were 
spoiled.

One Bethlehem innkeeper, 
recognizing the situation and 
sympathetic with the 
travelers’ plight, granted 
them the use of his stable for 
the night. 

It was in this stable that 
Mary brought forth her first- 
born son. She wrapped him in 
swaddling clothes, routine 
procedure for the times, and 
laid him in a manger. 

This, by itself, might have 
stirred no comment, had it not 
been for what was taking 
place some distance from the 
town 

There were shepherds abid- 
ing in their fields, keeping 
watch over their flocks by 
night, certainly unprepared 
for what was to come, and re- 
signed to the boredom of an- 
other night guarding their 
sheep. 

How they came to leave the 
country and hasten to Bethle- 
hem Is told in this interview 
with one of the shepherds: 

“There we were, when the 
Angel of the Lord came upon 
us, and the glory of the Lord 
shone all around us. I'll be 
frank about it — we were 
frightened almost out of our 


“Then the Angel said, ‘Fear 
not; for behold I bring you tid- 
ings of great joy, which shall 
be to all people. For unto you 
is born this day a Saviour, 
which is Christ the Lord.’ You 
can imagine how we felt.’” 

‘The Angel gave specific in- 
structions, the shepherd said, 
continuing : 

“He said to watch for a sign. 
He assured us that we would 


find the babe wrapped in 
swaddling clothes, lying in a 
manger. I'll admit we were 
more puzzled than impressed, 
at this point. 

“Then,” the shepherd went 
on, “suddenly there was with 
the Angel a multitude of the 
heavenly host praising God, 
and saying, ‘Glory to God in 
the highest, and on earth 
peace, good will toward 
men!"”” 

‘All the shepherds, by their 
own statements, were deeply 
impressed and talked among 
thémselves about the next 
step they should take. As each 
recalled it, they said to one 
another: 

“Let us now go even unto 
Bethlehem, and see this thing 
which is come to pass, which 
the Lord hath made known 


unto us. We came as fast as 
we could. 

*‘And sure enough, we found 
Mary, and Joseph, and the 
babe lying in a manger.” 

The shepherds lost no time 
in spreading the word about 
the child and what they had 
heard about Him; they admit 
to encountering some raised 
eyebrows. 

Before they returned, 
glorifying and ‘praising God 
for all the things they had 
heard and seen, the shepherds 
met with the press and one of 
them expressed the mood 
which seemed to prevail 
through Judea that day: 

“It was an experience I 
shall never forget. I arn only a 
poor'shepherd, but I am con- 
vinced I was privileged to be

Carols 
once were 


banned

Carols go with Christmas 
like apple pie goes with Mom, 
but it was not always so. 
Caroling began as a part of 
folk dances, and at one time 
were banned as sacrilegious. 
The real reason was they 
were too closely associated 
with begging. 

In this country they are a 
part of our culture because 
begging has not been asso- 
ciated with the act of caroling. 
Group singing is part of our 
Christmas celebration, and to 
many people the Nativity 
without a carol or two would 
be like a church service with- 
out a sermon, or a steeple 
without a bell 

By definition, a carol is a 
seasonal religious song which 
has a tune simple enough for 
an untrained voice to handle. 
The word comes from the 
French ‘‘carole,’” which 
means a round dance. This is 
what the first carols were, 
folk dances with primitive 
musical accompaniment. 

Many people think that 
carols are solely Christmas 
music, but there are carols for 
Easter and other religious 
days. Music for Christmas 
time as we know it originated 
for the most part in the 15th 
Century, and by that time 
many of them had taken on 
liturgical significance. 

Some that we call carols 
such as Isaac Watt’s hymn, 
“Joy to the World’’ with 
music by George Handel are 
not truly carols. A true form 
of a carol was “antiphonal,” 
which has come to mean for 
example two choirs singing at 
each other alternately. But 
originally it meant a refrain 

and chorus with a soloist sing- 
ing one and the choir the 
other. ‘Jingle Bells” is an 
example of this type, and such 
a carol may or may not be 
based on folk music but was 
actually composed to be sung 
antiphonally. 

Three prerequisites for use 
of a carol today are: It is a 
secular song which has been 
absorbed into the church 
service. It has to be 
monochromatic in character, 

that is, a simple tune. Also, it 
must have a text in two lan- 
guages — English and Latin 
for example. This would be an 
example of a folk tune being 
used in church since the 
service was properly in Latin. 

Singing the folk tunes used 
in festivals in time becomes a 
regular pagt of the worship 
service. They were probably 
rewritten by the clergy or 
court musicians. Undoubtedly 
they kept their base on 

sources which had 
come from the dramatic 
works or popular songs of the 
street. 

Like today’s folk music, 
carols are simple in style, 
strongly rhythmatic, and 
catchy in tune. Because

I received a letter from a 
lady in New England, who re- 
quested that I not use her 
name, but her letter was so 
delightful I decided to use it 
even though she shall remain 
anonymous. 

“When I was a small child,”” 
she writes, ‘there would mys- 
teriously appear a small fir 
tree on our front porch. This 
happened every year around 
the first week in December. It 
was usually about three feet 
tall and was in a wooden 
bucket. My Mother and Dad 
would come out to look at it 
and exclaim, ‘How on earth 
did it get there?’ and Dad 
would say, ‘Well, well, guess 
it needs some decorating,” 
and carry it off to my room. 

“My time after school and 
homework would be spent in 
making paper chains, string- 
ing dogwood berries, collect- 
ing acorns, (always with the 
capon) to tie to the tree with 
thread. As I grew a bit older I 
would save all year long tiny 
little things I found for my lit- 
ue tree. I decorated and re- 
decorated my tree many 
times before Christmas and 
loved every minute I worked 
to collect and make my little 
tree beautiful. ...”” 

“As I look back on it, my 
parents were very clever peo- 
ple. That little tree kept me 
occupied and out from under 
foot at a very busy time. Col- 
lecting and making decora- 
tions made the days waiting 
for Christmas seem to fly.” 

When I read that letter I im- 
mediately thought of the 
yards and yards of paper 
chains we made in school. We 
used to hang them around the 
doors, windows and across the 
tops of blackboards. My sec- 
ond thought was I haven't 
seen a paper chain in years. 
With the advent of piastics 
and sequins the simple paper 
chain has probably been for- 
gotten 

‘With so many beautiful pa- 
pers available now, maybe it 


were as popular in their day 
as folk music is today, they 
quickly assumed an impor- 
tant role in religious and other 
services and their place 
seemed ai 

‘The first major shift came 
because carols were too close- 
ly associated with the Roman 
Catholic church to survive the 
Reformation intact, and they 
lost out particularly where 
Calvinism was strongest. In 
Aberdeen, Scotland, it is 
documented that people who 
were walking about singing 
carols or whistling “‘Christ- 
mas tunes” on the street were 
put in jail for the practice. 


would be fun again to make © 


the simplest of all decora- 
tions, the paper chain. 

You need paper, glue, scis- 
sors and thread or fine wire 
(for hanging the finished 
chain). 

To make a chain cut out 
strips of paper about '2 inch 
wide and 6 inches long. Allow 
¥% inch for overlap. Glue the 
two ends together by overlap- 
ping one on top of the other. 
Take another strip, push it 
through the first strip and 
glue it together (Fig. 1) 

Continue in this manner un- 
til you have a chain the length 
you desire. Tie a thread or 
wire around the end logps and 
fasten it to the trey: Chain 
only four or five loops to hang 
straight down, or make three 
different-sized loops by cut- 
ting longer or wider strips, 
then gluing one inside the oth- 
er 

When using metallic paper, 
cut the strips twice the width 
you desire, fold in the middle 
lengthwise and then form the 
loop in the usual way. 


Another idea: Cut circles or 
diamond shapes (all the same 
size) of metallic paper. Then 
glue two together with a 
thread sandwiched between, 
glue several on one thread 
and hang on the tree or in win- 
dows, doorways, etc. These 
are quite attractive where 
they catch flashing lights 
(Fig. 2). 


For those rainy days this 
winter why not make a large 
paper tree by folding a sheet 
of newspaper in half, cutting 
it in traditional shape (Fig. 3) 
and thumbtacking it to the 
wall? Let the children make 
decorations and attach with 
plastic tape. To make a more 
elaborate tree, cut it of felt, 
glue to a large piece of card- 
board, and straight pin the 
decorations in place. 


This may help while away a 
rainy afternoon for the small 
members of your family and 
whet the imaginative appetite 
of some of the older members. 

Experiment and have fun.

‘BETHLEHEM’ 
Famed carol was 
composed in dream

“Oh, Little Town of Bethle- 
hem, how still we see thee lie. 
Above thy deep and dream- 
less sleep, the silent stars go 
by.” The words and music to 
this lovely Christmas carol 
were written in Philadelphia 
in 1868. 

The young pastor of the 
Church of the Holy Trinity 
was recalling his first view of 
Christ’s birthplace as he rode 
toward it on horseback from 
Jerusalem. 

Phillips Brooks was 26 when 
he was called from a smaller 
Philadelphia church, where 
his sermons had attracted at- 
tention, to be rector of fash- 
ionable Holy Trinity on Rit- 
tenhouse Square. At 30 he took 
a leave of absence and 
traveled through Europe and 
the Holy Land. It was not until 
three years later that he 
wrote down the words to the 
famous carol. 

He was preparing Christ- 
mas services for the young 
people when he wrote down 
these four stanzas. 

“See what you can do with 
them,”’ he said to his organist, 
Lewis H. Redner who had al- 
ready written the music for 
God Rest Ye Merry Gentle- 
men for another writer. Sat- 
urday, the day before the 
Christmas rehearsals were to 
begin, Brooks asked if the 
music had been finished. 

“Not yet,” replied Redner, 
“but you will have it in the 
morning.”* Besides being Sun- 
day organist and weekday 
real estate broker, Redner 
taught Sunday School, later 
becoming superintendent. 

“Late that night,” wrote the 
organist, “I was roused from 
sleep hearing an angel strain 
whispering in my ear. Seizing 
a piece of paper} I jotted down 
the treble of tffe tune as we 
know it now. Before going to 
church next morning, I filled 
in the harmony. Neither Mr. 
Brooks nor I ever thought the 
carol or the music would live 
beyond that Christmas in 
1868.” 

When, after 8 years, Brooks 
left Holy Trinity, he brought 
the carol with him back to 
Boston. It soon became a 
favorite of New England 
churches of all denomina- 
tions. They felt it almost a 
prayer. ‘How silently, how si- 
lently, the wondrous gift is 
given. So God imparts to hu- 
man hearts the blessings of 
his Heaven. No ear may hear 
his coming, but in this world 
of sin when meek souls will 
receive Him still, the dear 
Christ enters in.’ 

When the corner stone for 
the National Cathedral in 
Washington, D.C., was laid, 
this was the song that was 
sung. 

What has been thought of as 
the original copy of the words 
and music of “Oh, Little Town 
of Bethlehem” bound in red 
leather was auctioned off at 


Samuel T. Freeman & Co. in 
Philadelphia, November 18, 
1924. This consisted of five 
stanzas, eight lines each and 
was bought by a dealer for 
$90. The dealer later moved to 
Washington, D.C., where he 


died. 

Although an intense search 
was made, this manuscript 
was never located. (‘If the 
vestry of the church had only 
been aware of this sale, it 
would have bid much high- 
er.) 

Phillips Brooks was born in 
Boston on December 13, 1835. 
Many of his ancestors had 
been clergymen so he re- 
ceived the finest education his 
parents could select for him. 
He was sent to Boston Latin 
and later was graduated from 
Harvard. A short stint back at 
the Latin School convinced 
him that he was no teacher. In 
fact, he failed dismally. 

So he resumed his studies, 
attending the Alexandria 
Seminary in Virginia where 
he studied to become an 
Episcopal minister. 

He made such a name for 
himself in Philadelphia that 
he was called back to his na- 
tive city of Boston where his 
preaching became legendary. 
Bostonians still quote ‘“‘what 
Phillips Brooks said.” One 
such is the story of his coming 
out of church one Sunday 
morning and seeing a-drunk 
lying in the gutter. ‘*There but 

for the grace of God am I,” 
said Brooks. 

His congregation built him 
the beautiful cathedral in then 
fashionable Back Bay. It too 
was called Trinity and stands 
today on Copley Square 
across from the Boston Public 
Library. 

In 1891 Brooks became 
Bishop, but the great energy 
he threw into his work finally 
took its toll, and he died four 
years later after a short ill- 
nesson January 23, 1893 at the 
age of 58. 

Much of the popularity of 
“Oh, Little Town of Bethle- 
hem" is due to the music of 
Lewis H. Redner. Had it been 
less inspired one might never 
have heard of the carol. 

Redner never married but 
was very popular with the 
congregation and the Divinity 
students. To the latter he 
brought bushel baskets of 
peanuts, probably quite a 
treat in those days. 

‘The organist was four years 
older than the preacher and 
died fifteen years after him on 
August 29, 1908 at the Marl- 
borough-Blenheim Hotel in 
Atlantic City where he had 
gone to recuperate from an 
illness. He was 77 years old. 
Burial was from the Church 
he had loved and attended for 
somany years and interment 
was in Woodlands Cemetery. 
Nothing on his stone indicates 
that this was the composer of 
the music for the famous 
carol. 


Ecologists urge 
Yule cleanup

You like Christmas enough 
but it’s getting caught up in 
the tinsel that gets you down? 

You feel a little uptight 
about throwing away the ton 
of cards, paper, ribbons and 
boxes that only yesterday 
were brand spanking new? 

And, considering the fact 
the average American throws 
away about five pounds of 
trash on a normal day, the 
additional paper pile-up at 
Christmas makes you espe- 
cially uneasy? ' 


That’s not to mention all 
those empties from holiday 
partying that add to the pollu- 
tion problem — bottles, cans 
and more bottles. 


Well, no need to be bugged 
about the litter. You can get 
rid of your guilt feelings and 
give the ecology movement a 
charitable boost by eliminat- 
ing the waste this Christmas, 
ecologists say. One ecology 
center has a list of dos and 
don’ts, printed on recycled 
paper (what else?) for re- 
cycling the holiday spirit and 
all the trappings. What's 
more, you may even have fun 
converting Christmas trash 
into hobbies or games, select- 
ing gifts that are eco-oriented 
and by recycling useable left- 
overs. Those party bottles, for 
example, can be whipped up 
into’ environmental candle 
“holders, lamps or vases. 
Chances are, you might even 
get hooked on “environmen- 
tals." Here's how it works: 
Start with shopping. Take 
along your own bag to avoid 


adding to paper waste. And 
ride, bike, walk or join a car 
pool for your own good and the 
air’s sake. Look for items that 
are not overpackaged. Shop 
garage sales. 

Select gifts that will aid the 
ecosystem: drip dry napkins, 
organic cleaning products, 
handkerchiefs, plastic glasses 
for the bathroom, organic 
cosmetics. 

Make gifts from things 
you’d ordinarily toss out: 
scrap wood from cabinet 
shops, spools, paper rolls, 
plastic containers, or give the 
ingredients and instructions 
to older children. 

Give things from nature: 
rocks, shells, organic food or 
homemade cosmetics. 

Give hobbies: books and 
equipment on glass cutting, 
organic gardening, camping, 
bird watching, needlework. 

Give alternatives to life 
style: scented: candles to re- 
place aerosol room sprays, a 
shaving mug to replace elec- 
tric razors, recycled paper 
products. 

Give a gift that never pol- 
lutes: your undivided atten- 
tion, your confidence, your 
enthusiasm, something of 
yourself — a note that 
promises you time for a lunch 
date, a visit to the park. 

‘As a holiday pollution solu- 
tion, be selective with your 
cards and wrapping items, 
ecologists suggest. 

Cut back on cards. Send 
only to friends and relatives 
far away. Make your own, 
self-sealing kind, so that en- 
velopes aren't needed.

FIRE WARNING 
How to keep your 
Christmas safe

The holiday season brings 
cheer but it can also bring 
tragedy in fires if precautions 
aren’t taken. 

Firemen warn that every 
Christmas brings an increase 
in the number of fires, caused 
by Christmas trees and other 
decorations that can quickly 
go up in flames, 

For fire safety metal trees 
are the most desirable, fire- 
men say, because they are 
noncombustible. However, 
there is a potential danger of 
electric shock if strings of 
lights are used on metal trees. 

If sharp metal edges or tips 
come in contact with broken 
bulbs or terminal openings of 
lamp holders, the entire tree 
can become electrically 
charged. 

Ideally metal trees should 
be illuminated by remotely lo- 
cated spotlights. Purchasers 
should require evidence that 
plastic and metalizéd plastic 
trees are made of materials 
that burn slowly. 

If purchasing a natural 
Christmas tree, firemen say, 
do not purchase a larger tree 
than is actually needed. A 
Christmas tree is essentially 
fuel, and excessive fuel in any 
location is dangerous. 

Trees processed with a 
flame-retardant chemical are 
less hazardous. 

‘The fire department safety 
checklist includes: 

— Give the tree the fresh- 
ness test before purchasing: 
check to see that branches 
bend without breaking and the 
needles don’t fall when the 
branches are shaken. 

— Cut tree trunk at a 45 de 
gree angle and stand the tree 
in water or damp sand to re- 
tard the drying process. 
Lengthwise saw cuts in the 
tree’s base will help it absorb 
water. 

— Put the tree as far froma 
source of heat as possible and

Save old cards for: decorat- 
ing next year, making your 
own cards, crafts for children, 
or use the backs for grocery 
lists and phone pads. 


Reuse items from your 
home for personalized" gift 
wrapping, decorated bags, for 
instance, or old road maps, 
sheet ‘music, your favorite 
page of the newspaper. Try 
fabrics for gift wrapping. 
Dishtowels are useful, color- 
ful prints, reuseable. Tie it up 
with recyclable yarn instead 
of ribbon. 

Help save the trees. Buy a 
living Christmas tree and 
plant it or donate it to a park 
or school.

or exit door. 

— Have a “no smoking” 
rule near the tree. 

— Plan what to do if a fire 
occurs. 

— Don't use ‘candles or 
other types of open flame dec- 
orations on or near the Christ- 
mas tree. 

— Don’t operate toy trains, 
motors or engines under or 
near the tree. 

— Check Christmas lights 
each year for frayed wires, 
loose connections and broken 
or damaged sockets before 
using. 

— All Christmas displays 
should derive current from a 
15 ampere circuit. 

— Provide a control switch 
between the source of elec- 
tricity and Christmas dis- 
plays or tree lights. 

— Check the tree peri-, 
odically to see if any needles 
near the lights have started to 
turn brown. If so change their 
locations. 

— Put other Christmas dec- 
orations near the ceiling rath- 
er than near chairs and other 
places where people may 
smoke. 

— Use noncombustible dec- 
grations such as metal, glass, 
asbestos, 

— If using lights in win- 
dows, don’t use candles. and 
keep curtains at least six 
inches from any light. 

— Don't use polystyrene 
foam for candle holders. 

— Get Christmas costumes 
that have been fireproofed. 

—Watch out for nitro cellu- 
lose plastic toys and other 
gifts that may easily ignite. 

— Take wrapping from 
opened gifts as soon as possi- 
ble and store them outside for 
regular rubbish collection. 

— Discard trees as soon as 
possible after Christmas by 
placing them out for collec- 
tion by the city Sanitation De- 
partment. If the tree is more 
than five feet tall chop it in 
two pieces.

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Seals and Crofts truth seekers 


By JUDY HUGG 


The old adage that behind 
exery successful man you'll 
find'a woman seems very ap- 
propriate when applied to the 
lives of Jim Seals and Dash 
Crofts. For it was Marcia 
Day, manager of the Dawn- 
breakers, who eventually 
turned their lives around. 

“The Dawnbreakers was a 
seven-member group, put to- 
gether by Marcia, that we 
played’ with in the mid-six- 
ties,” recalled Jim Seals in an 
interview. ‘‘At the time nei- 
ther Dash nor. myself were 
into religion, politics or any- 
thing like that, but everyone 
was talking about the teach- 
ings of Baha'u'llah and there 
was a unity that caused us to 
investigate the thing. Having 
become such close friends and 
all seeking for the truth, we 
would often stay up for days 
at a time discussing the dif- 
ferent facets of Baha'i.” 

Up until then, Jim had 
thought music and its rewards 
were the most important 
things in life. However, all of 
a sudden it dawned on him 
and DasH that these people 
wanted the same things they 
did and were on the same 
wave length as they were. 

“T feel that these teachings 
were responsible for my ca- 
reer being so successful be- 
cause for so many years our 
motives concerning music 
were only to take what we 
could from it,’”” he said. 

“You know, you learn in 
this business, at an early age, 
that you can make a good liv- 
ing and get pretty much of ev- 
erything you want. Therefore, 


our motives were for the 
wrong purposes and even 
though it was good training 
we didn’t produce any works 
of our own or do anyone any 
good. 

“So it seems that when we 
started this, some of the ideas 
and concepts that people now 
love about our music were 
the ones we had taken from 
the Baha’i teachings and set 
to music in a way that 
wouldn’t offend anybody and 
wouldn’t sound like we were 
preaching, yet cause them to 
think about certain subjects.” 

Amazing things started 
happening once the public be- 
came aware of the new Seals 
and Crofts. Letters started 
pouring in and. students 
across the country began 
using the theory in their class- 
rooms for themes and lec- 
tures. Although the duo has 
gained an immense following 
due to their new convictions 
there is no plan in the future 
for a religious album. 

“You know, it’s a difficult 
thing, so we've tried to take 
some of'the concepts that we 
felt were different, that would 
provide some answers, and 
put them into songs like 
‘Humming Bird,’ ‘Nine 
Houses’ and ‘We May Never 
Pass This Way Again,’ Jim 
said. ‘We sort of put out a lit- 
tle bait just to see what we 
could attract and, to tell you 
the truth, the first time we 
played the material in a small 
club in Pasadena I was shak- 
ing all over because I didn't 
know if they would accept it or 
not.”” 

Actually there was no need 
for fear since both “Summer 


Breeze" and “Diamond Girl” 
LPs sold to the tune of over a 
million dollars each. Howev- 
er, it’s doubtful that the ma- 
jority picked up the true mes- 
sages, but acepted them as 
just plain good contemporary

~ Also typical of their style is 
the use of adjectives as nouns 
and nouns as adjectives. This 
allows them to condense a 
whole paragraph into one or 
two words and this causes 
both the music and lyrics to 
flow smoothly together. 

Following a: very sucgessful 
southern tour, Jim says they 
are now preparing songs for 
their new album ‘Unborn 
Child,” which should be re- 
leased shortly on the Warner 
Bros. label. 


“Unborn Child,” the title 
cut and perhaps their next big 
hit, is a pleasant yet emotion- 
ally packed song about abor- 
tions.

Groundbreakings for two 
new classroom buildings 
and additional on-campus 
student housing high- 
lighted 1973 at Southern 
Illinois University at Ed- 
wardsville. 

Gov. Dan Walker turned 
a symbolic first spade for 
the classroom _ buildings, 
estimated to cost $13.4 
million, and pledged his 
continued support ‘‘to 
make sure SIUE goes 
forward.” It was the first 
groundbreaking for 
academic buildings at the 
university since 1963. 
When the two buildings 
are completed in 1976 the 
tight squeeze on classroom 
space which has affected 
the campus for several 
years should be eased. 

Expansion of the Tower 
Lake complex will provide 
housing for 1,000 single 
students. The start of con- 
struction climaxed a two- 
year effort.

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Plan for separate university boards introduced as SIU trustees discuss 
requiring a subordinate role for the administrator of the local campus 


State Sen. Sam Vadalabene on 
Tuesday unveiled legislation which 
would establish Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville as an en- 
tity separate from SIU at Car- 
bondale, each having a seven- 
member Board of Trustees ap- 
pointed by the governor. 

The trend in this state in the 
1970s has been toward consolidating 
state university governance, each of 
several boards dealing with multiple 
campus sites. Nevertheless, the 
Vadalabene bill merits serious con- 
sideration in the January 1974 
legislative session because of the 
specific circumstances with which it 
deals. 

For several months, the present 
joint STU board has been agonizing 
over a proposed administrative 
revision, delaying formal action on 
it each time it meets. Each campus 
has its own president, Dr. John S 
Rendleman at SIUE and Dr. David 
R. Derge at SIUC, but there is also a 
“chief of board staff,”’ Dr. James M. 
Brown. 

Reports indicate a board 
majority may be prepared to 
designate Dr. Brown as a kind of 
czar, reminiscent of some aspects of 
the Delyte Morris era of SIU history. 

This could add to the already 
existing jurisdictional complications 
and herald a full and unnecessary 
return to the many problems 


associated with a single individual 
guiding large, vital, diverse, 100- 
miles-apart institutions that are 
separated by far more than 
geography. 

The present arrangement, ad- 
mittedly awkward to some extent, 
involves an SIU System Council, 
with Dr. Brown as permanent 
secretary and the chairmanship 
rotating between the two presidents. 

One of the plans said to be under 
discussion would make Dr. Brown 
permanent system chairman, with 
power to speak for the board and in- 
terpret its policy to Dr. Rendleman 
and Dr. Derge. 

Serious reservations about the 
wisdom of such a change are 
heightened by reports of previous 
SIUE projects being sabotaged, in 
effect, by unpredictable intervention 
from afar Second-guessing, 
overruling and undermining of the 
local university and its leadership 
could deal a devastating blow to its 
efficiency, morale and. ef- 
fectiveness. 

For a number of years the 
Press-Record has questioned 
whether the fast-maturing SIUE 
could live up to its full potential 
without. a greater’ degree of 
autonomy. That question has been 
brought into sharp focus by the even- 
ts and discussions of 1973, and is the 
basic issue that Sen. Vadalabene’s 
legislative proposal seeks to resolve. 


Study of campaign gifts should protect reputations of innocent parties 


The drive to force President 
Nixon from office and to imprison 
many of his former appointees con- 
tinues unabated Current 
speculation over the alleged role of 
ex-Attorney General John Mitchell 
and Peter M. Flanigan in the 
Granite City Steel-National Steel 
Corp. merger seems aimed 
primarily at Mr. Mitchell and Mr. 
Nixon. 

Without attempting to pre-judge 
the issue and its ramifications, it 
seems fair to say at this point that all 
should be cautious not to run 
roughshod over innocent parties in 
the zeal to uncover additional elec- 
tion campaign fund abuses in 
Washington. 

The assumption, for example, 
that L. J. Sverdrup’s reported 
$19,000 Presidential campaign con- 
tribution was sent primarily to curry 
favor for Granite City Steel ignores 
the engineering firm executive's far 

: greater personal and political in- 


volvement with other firms, groups 
and states 

And the assumption that 
theoretical evaluations rather than 
practical judgment should deter- 
mine federal merger approval or 
disapproval also is open to serious 
question. 

Lionel Epstein, an antitrust 
lawyer, may have concluded that 
Granite City Steel wads in rosy 
economic and operating condition 
but this does not mean that his 
rationale was correct and worthy of 
automatic adoption by the Justice 
Department. 

Thousands of local residents and 
employes know that the earning pat- 
tern and debt burden here was such 
that—if changing technology 
required another major round of 
modernization in the 1970s or 
1980s—the decision by an un-merged 
company might well have been to go 
out of existence. 





Dim outlook for fuel from Canada 


| WASHINGTON — Energy- 
short Uncle Sam is gazing 
around in search of new fuel 
Sources. 
« When he looks in the direc- 
tion of Canada, he sees plenty 
of potential — and lots of 
problems. 
. Now that the United States 
needs to import more energy 
meet the current crisis, 
€anada has put limits on the 
amount of oil and natural gas 
it will export and appears 
more and more reluctant to 
open the arctic frontier to pro- 
vide more resources for the 
United States. 
: From Ottawa have come 
emphatic denials there is any 
element of “getting even” 
with the United States in the 
current restriction of exports 
to fuel to the United States. 
‘A decade ago, Canada was 
éager to sell its surplus oil and 
fatural gas to the United 
States, but American firms 
turned their backs on the offer 
and made ‘‘better deals” in 
the tents of Arab sheikhs. 

The fact is that Canada has 
scant capability to help the 
United States ease its current 
Short-run fuel shortages. 
However, in the long run, 
Canadian supplies are poten- 
tially of value to the United 
States. 

There are preliminary 
plans on paper for a natural 
gas pipeline that would carry 
four billion cubic feet per day 
and an oil pipeline to deliver 
two million barrels per day. 

Each of these lines would 


double Canada’s exporting 
capacity, but they would sup- 
ply only a fraction of the U.S. 
market. 

Canada presently supplies 7 
per cent of the American oil 
market and 4 per cent of its 
natural gas. 

If all the arctic energy proj- 
ects were to go ahead as pro- 
posed, Canada’s share of the 
“U.S. market would increase 
to 9 per cent for both oil and 
natural gas in the early 1980s. 

Nevertheless, the United 
States figures that ‘‘every lit- 
tle bit helps" and would like to 
purchase more oil and gas 
from Canada which the 
United States regards as a di- 
versified and secure source. 

Some of the problems that 
would accompany consider- 
ation of tapping more and 
more Canadian energy are 
discussed in a new study, 
“Energy From The Arctic, 
Facts and Studies,” pub- 
lished by the Canadian-Amer- 
ican Committee, an affiliate 
of the National Planning As- 
sociation. 

U.S. interests have been 
prodding Canada recently to 
speed up the pipeline projects, 
the report states, especially 
for supply to the U.S. Midwest 
which relies heavily on fuel 
from Canada. Canadians are 
hesitant about pushing the gas 
pipeline for three important 
reasons: 

— Canada may need the 
natural gas hefself later on. 

— Construction and oper- 
ation of such a large pipeline 


would have tremendous im- 
pact on the Canadian econ- 
omy 

— Resentment of “still an- 
other” U.S. venture, a huge 
pipeline spanning the country, 
would create political prob- 
lems in Canada. 

Another point raised in the 
report is that, while energy 
scarcities currently are more 
severe in the United States 
than in Canada, that nation’s 
low-cost conventional energy 
supplies are also being de- 
pleted rapidly. 

‘The conclusion of the study 
is that the two countries have 
mutual interests which would 
favor cooperative develop- 
ment of the arctic energy po- 
tential. No matter what that 
potential is, however, Canadi- 
an exports can provide only a 
small share of U.S. energy 
needs and in the next few 
years of crisis, Canada may 
not have new production to 
sell to the United States.

The Nixon administration 
appears to’ be heading in the 
direction of allowing the oil 
companies to raise  sub- 
stantially as well as place heavy 
tax on the consumer.

The oil companies’ profits for 
the first nine months of 1973 
show as follows 


Exxon's profits rose 59.4 per 
cent compared to the first nine 
months of 1972. 

Mobil went up 38.4 per cent: 
Texaco rose 34.8 per cent; 
Standard Oil of California 
advanced 39.7 per cent; Stan- 
dard Oil of Ohio soared 92.6 per 
cent, and Gulf Oil Corp 
skyrocketed 437.7 per cent 

Gulf's extraordinary rise was 
due largely to huge writeoff of 


unprofitable operations in 1972. 
President Nixon should be 
deluged with letters protesting 
further increases in prices of oil 
companies—or, once again, the 
elderly, the workers, the poor 
and their families will suffer iti 
order to allow the rich to get

Christmas history traced

The average person thinks 
itis “Gospel truth" that Jesus 
Christ was born in a crude 
wooden stable on Dec. 25, 1 
A.D., and that he shortly 
thereafter had gifts presented 
to him from, three Oriental 
kings — Kaspar, Melchior and 
Balthasar. 

If you have taken the trou- 
ble to read the New Testa- 
ment, you will not find these 
assumed familiar details in 
any form. The best that can be 
said is that they are the prod- 
ucts of pious imagination, and 
in all probability contrary to 
historical fact 

Let us begin with the 
wooden stable. It has been 
shown so often in paintings, 
pageants, and on church 
lawns that looking at the orig- 
inal evidence (the Bible) we 
see that Mary gave birth to 
her son, ‘‘laid Him in a man- 
ger, because there was no 
room for them in the inn.” 

Since a manger is a feed 
trough, the implication is that 
Jesus was born in a place 
where livestock were usually 
kept. Jesus was born in 
Bethlehem, but cattle in that 
part of the world were not 
usually kept in this kind of 
wooden barn seen by religious 
artists. They were kept in 
caves hollowed out of the soft 
limestone cliffs. 


State checking toy 


SPRINGFIELD — In her 
role as mother of 2-year~old 
Laura, Celia Maloney is con- 
cerned about the safety of her 
daughter’s Christmas toys. In 
ber role as state consumer ad- 
vocate, Mrs. Maloney is con- 
cerned about the safety of all 
children's toys. In fact, this 
concern represents her top 
priority project at the present 
time. 


“With the help of volunteers 
and the Department of Public 
Health, we are attempting to 
remove from the shelves 
those toys considered official- 
ly banned by the Federal 
Food and Drug Association’s 
Bureau of Product Safety,” 
explained the pert Chicago 
resident.

It was this calendar that 
divided history into B.C., Be- 
fore Christ, and A.D., anno 
domini which means ‘“‘the 
year of our Lord” in Latin 

Sad as it is, the Roman 
monk Dionysius Exigus, who 
put together the mathematics 
for our present calendar in the 
6th Century A.D. was not very 
good at his arithmetic. The 
best guess is that he missed 
the year “one” by at least six 
years, Herod died in ¢ B.C., 
and Matthew says that Jesus 
was born in the days of King 
Herod, and that two years 
later the king was responsible 
for the slaughter of all the in- 
nocent babes in Bethlehem. 
That puts Jesus’ birth about 6 
B.C. St. Luke notes that the 
birth took place at the time of 
the decree of Cesaer Augustus 
requiring all residents to en- 
roll for taxation. Historians 
have pinpointed the time for 
this as sometime between 6 
B.C. and 9 B.C.

As for their 
names, it comes from a monk 
who in the 9th Century cre- 
ated Kaspar, Melchoir and 
Balthasar. He thought the 
Kings should have names, so 
he supplied them. 

Celebrating Christmas is a 
spiritual significance, not a 
historical observance, It is a 
theological statement, and not 
an archaic event. Celebrate 
with joy what the Gospel 
writers called “God's Good 
News."

UNDER THE TREE. 

—Last-minute holiday 
shoppers, beware! 

Hopefully, most of you have 
finished “your holiday gift 
buying. Bul if you have put off 
many purchases till the last 
minute, there are some pitfalls. 

Avoid, or use caution, in 
purchasing gifts in store-front 
shops that have “come alive” 
just before the holidays. 

Often, unscrupulous 
promoters will rent vacant 
store-fronts; fill them with 
appliances, toys and other 
products — usually inferior or 
second-rate — and tag them at 
bargain prices 

Then, on Christmas eve, these 
promoters will “fly-by-night” — 
hardly in the spirit of Santa 
Claus — leaving the unwary 
shopper with no guarantees and 
only a vacant shop to which to 
return merchandise with which 

ied. 

Another of this 
swindle is the street corner 
peddler who operates out of the 
trunk of a car or from a push 
cart. Beware. 

OVER THE HILL 


THROUGH THE WOODS. 
—Better gas mileage. 


You do get better mileage 
driving at 50 mph than at 70 
mph. And, in this weather, it's 
safer, too. 

Here are some other tips to 
help conserve gasoline.

We distribute a small 
“Shopper's Wheel," easily 
carried in purse or pocket, 
which in an instant gives you 
the unit price of the foods you 
buy. 

For example: if there are two 
large cans of fruit on the shelf, 
one selling for 96 cents and the 
other for 91 cents, you may be 
tempted to buy the less ex- 
pensive can ' 

However, upon closer in- 
spection, you see that the 96 
cent can contains 32 oz. and the 
91 cent can contains 26 oz 

Using the Attorney General's 
“Shopper's Wheel," you would 
find that the fruit in the 96 cent 
can costs 3 cents per ounce, 
while the fruit in the 91 cent can 
costs 3.5 cents per ounce. 
Therefore, the more expensive 
can is the better buy.

Where time stands still 


Some people predict the en- 
ergy crunch will turn the 
clock back on America — you 
know, kerosene lamps, bi- 
cycles, potbellied stoves. 

Well, what would be so bad 
about that? The folks in 
Elsah, Ill., are happy, and 
their town on the Mississippi 
River hasn't changed much 
since the 19th Century. 

Elsah was a little riverside 
village the late 1800s, 
hedged in by a narrow valley 
and high bluffs. The towns- 
people of those days had high. 
hopes Elsah would become a 
boom river town, with a big 
and prosperous port. 

But this never came to pass. 
The bluffs restricted growth, 
and so did the valley. There 
‘was no access route inland, so 
the railroad replaced the 
stern-wheeler. 

Yet today Elsah, virtually 
unchanged from a century 
ago, is a town where people 
worry little about smog, the 
energy crisis or how much gas

they’ll have for their cars a 
month or a year from now. 

In effect, Elsah was saved 
from the progress that has 
made jungles or monstrosities 
or both out of so many 
burgeoning American cities. 
The lives of its some 300 in- 
habitants are uncluttered by 
most of the problems beset- 
ting so many American city 
dwellers today. 

Charles Hosmer, a history 
professor at nearby Principia 
College who lives in Elsah, re- 
calls the town was founded in 
1853 by U.S. Sen. James Sem- 
ple. He envisioned the boom- 
ing port town that never hap- 
pened. 

“It couldn't grow in any di- 
rection,” Hosmer explains. 
“The town reached an 
economic peak in 1861, from 
which it has been declining 
ever since.”” 

Maybe, if the folks in Elsah 
are as content as they appear 
to be, what this country needs 
is more declining towns.

Springfield—Sec. of State 
Michael J. Howlett is doing 
something which he thinks may 
serve as a model for other state 
agencies and officials 

Howlett is giving tests to 
employes which are designed to 
ferret out possible dishonesty, 
especially in sensitive posts 
The testing program also will 
include a —_ psychological 
measurement. 

The secretary of state began 
laying the foundation for the 
test shortly after taking office 
Prior to being elected as 
secretary of state, Howlett 
served 12 years as state auditor, 
a post now known as state 
comptroller 

The assignment to work out 
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Otters, new chief of in- 
vestigations, and Mrs. Miriam 
Ringo, personnel director in the 
Secrelary of State's Office. 
Otters is a former agent of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
and Mrs. Ringo is a former 
director of the state's Personnel 
Department. 

Because of past news stories 
about some divisions in the 
office, prior to his becoming 
secretary of state, Howlett 
wanted something to stop even 
any potential wrongdoing. 

So the idea of such a testing 
procedure seemed to carry 
some merit when he first looked 
at it, Howlett wanted to keep 
possible dishonest tendencies 
from surfacing in his office 
Now he is hopeful that through 
the testing program it might be 
stopped even before it gets 
started. 

The testing started last 
month, Included is a portion in 
which the applicant uses pen 
and pencil 

It has been found that the test 
has been “quite successful” in 
the business field. The testing 
lasts about an hour. 

It is hoped that by the end of 
June 1974, about 500 persons will 
have been given the test. These

Heavy cars offer biggest 
savings from lower speed 


Slow down and live. Slow 
down and use less fuel. Slow 
down and save money, Slow 
down—or else. 

All of these statements, save 
the latter at the present time, 
are true. And their justification 
can be seen from a new study 
conducted by the Illinois 
Legislative Council. 

Taking three automobiles, a 
sub-compact, compact and 
standard-sized vehicle, three 
ILC members conducted three 
mileage tests. 

A 1970 sub-compact and 1968 
standard were driven 200 miles 
using varying speeds per leg of 
the trip, while.the 1973 compact 
travelled 160 miles, again at 
varying speeds per leg 

All vehicles were equipped 
with automatic transmissions, 
but each contained a different 
amount of cylinders 

‘The sub-compact, a foreign- 
manufactured’ vehicle, 
registered 23.6 miles per gallon 
al 66.7 miles per hour, 25.1 mpg 
at 57.1 mph, 27 mpg at 53.3 mph 
and 27.9 mpg at 51.3 mph. In 
other words, it increased its 
mileage by over six per cent 
with a 15 mph decrease in speed 
from 66 mph to 51 mph. 

At 60-65 mph, the compact 
registered 15.5 mpg and at 50-55 
mph an 18.4 level was reached. 
This means that an increase in 
mileage of 15 per cent was 
realized by decreasing the 
speed 15 mph. 

The standard-sized auto, 
travelling at 65 mph, got ap- 
proximately 13:9 mpg. Drop- 
ping down to 55 mph, an 18.7 
mark was set. Again, a sizeable 
increase—about a 25 per cent 
jump in mileage with a 10 mph 
reduction. 

Considering these same 
statistics in a different light, it 
is evident that the auto can 
travel farther on a given 
amount of fuel at reduced 
speeds. 

For example, the  sub- 
compact given 10 gallons of gas 
to burn could cover 43 miles 
more at51 mph than at 66 mph. 


Giving the bigger cars 20 
gallons to. consume, the com- 
pact could travel almost 60 
miles farther at speeds 50-55 
than at 60-65 mph, and the 
standard could travel almost 95

Few seek air variances 
due to fuel problems 


Only seven firms have filed 
requests with the Illinois 
Pollution Control Board since 
October seeking permission to 
temporarily violate air quality 
standards because of the fuel 
crisis. 

None of the cases had been 
acted on by the PCB by mid- 
December. 

Robert Goldberg, in the 
division of air pollution control 
in the state Environmental 
Protection Agency, said 35 
requests for variances for all 
reasons have been filed since 
October. 

That figure includes the seven 
requests based on inability to 
obtain low sulfur fuel 


by | 


Illinois is apprently unique 
among most states in having the 
variance procedure available, 
Goldberg said. Even the federal 
EPA provisions do not include 
such a format for obtaining 
quick relief when necessary 
from pollution control 
regulations. 

In most ‘other states, Gold- 
berg said, there is an appeals 
board which hears appeals from 
rulings after they have been 
handed down. Most of these, he 
added, apparently do not in- 
clude any time limits for 
returning a decision, while the 
Illinois PCB regulations provide 
that a decision must be returned 
within 90 days or the request is 


automatically granted. 

Air pollution regulations are 
expected to be the only ones 
likely to be involved because of 
the fuel shortage, Goldberg 
said, since shifting fuels would 
have little impact on noise 
levels or 
regulations. 

Water resources might be 
involved only to the extent that 
varying fuel sources might alter 
temperatures of waste waters 
being discharged, and these 
changes are not expected to be 
significant. 

Usually, requests for 
variances which apply to air 
pollution standards involve 
claims that necessary equip- 
ment is unavailable or so costly 
it will force the firm out of 
business or that not enough time 
is allowed for the firm to meet 
requirements.

formation, ideas, proposals and 
counter-proposals, arguments 
for and against, so that the 
people are aware and better 
prepared to make their own 
a ments and conclusions."” 

While the statement says that 
only the director of broad- 
casting “shall be responsible 


for and authorized to determine 
specifics in respect to the 
station's programming,"’ it 
calls for resources of the faculty 
and staff, as well as of the 
population serviced, to be 
utilized as fully as possible in 
initiation, preparation and 
presentation of programs. 

‘The policy establishes three 
basic programming elements 
cultural enrichment and 
general information, service 
programs and entertainment 

Material broadcast is to be 
truthful and fair, the statement 
says. It also calls for objectivity 
and balance in broadcasting 
programs. 

“Objectivity involves 
distinguishing as clearly as 
possible between reportage, 
backgound and context, in

Better foster care in 
Illinoisans' own state

An estimated 50 per cent of 
the 594 children placed in out-of- 
state facilities by the Depart- 
ment of Mental Health and 
Developmental Disabilities 
would be better served in 
Illinois facilities, according to a 
report issued by the DMHDD. 

The report comes on the heels 
of an extensive study and 
review of all Illinois chiJdren 
placed in privately licenséd out- 
of-state facilities on the DMH- 
DD interim care grant 
program 

The study was conducted by 
members of the DMHDD who, 
over a 60-day-period, made a 
child. child evaluation and 
review of each facility. 

The prime reasons for 
returning the 294 children were 
inappropriate programming 
and long distance, which would 
hinder monthly monitoring. 

“Thirty-eight children, . ter- 
med in.need of immediate 
return because of inappropriate 
programming, are now being 
placed in Illinois facilities,” 
according to Dr. Richard 
Blanton, acting deputy director 
of the DMHDD’s sion of 
developmental disabilities. 

“Another 164 residents are 
inappropriately placed, and 92 
are in states too far to permit 
monitoring on-a regular basi: 

“Plans indicate these 256 
residents will be returned by the 
end of next June.” 

The returning children are 
being placed in both private and 
state facilities, preferably 
within their home region. The 
state is divided into seven 
DMHDD regions. 

Of those returning children, 
215 are severely and profoundly 


stitution, Of the remainder, 75 
are mildly or moderately 
retarded and four are 
emotionally disturbed 

Of the 300 children who will 
remain out of Illinois, 29 are in 
specialty programs, such as 
those serving children with 
cerebra] palsy or blindness, 
deemed adequate. 

The needs of the remaining 
271 children in adjoining states 
also were found to be met. 

“The Division recommends 
that placements be made only 
in the bordering states of 
Missouri, Iowa, Wisconsin and 
Indiana,’ explained = Dr. 
Blanton “If placements are 
made there, it will be possible to 
monitor each child on a montily 
basis.” 

A statewide monitoring 
system is being developed on a 
regional basis. As the DMHDD 
regions assume __ these 
monitoring duties, it will be able 
to extend this responsibility to 
the out-of-state placements. 

The practice of ‘placing 
Illinois children in out-of-state 
facilities began in the early 
1960s, a time when the state 
facilities could not handle the 
patient volume. 

At that time, only the 
facilities in Lincoln and Dixon 
were capable of handling 
children placed by the DMHDD.

Study sewage plant change 


A proposal to modify the 
school district's sewage 
treatment plant at Mitchell 
School was considered by the 
Granite City Board of 
Education Tuesday night but 
was tabled to allow time for 
more consideration. 

The proposal was to seek a 
permit to allow kitchen wastes 
to be disposed of through the 
niant. 

The school’s sewage has been 
handled through a district 
treatment plant in the past, but 
the Environmental Protection 
Agency has not allowed the 
kitchen wastes to be emptied 
into the system. 

Kitchen wastes have been 
eliminated by use of a septic 
system in front of the school 
which has proved a costly 
means to use, needing extensive 
maintenance in recent years. 

The board heard a proposal 
from Thomas-Wade & Moer- 
chen, the firm which presently 
handles contract maintenance 
on the sewage treatment plant, 
to revise the plant if an EPA 
permit to discharge kitchen 
wastes into the system can be 
obtained. 

The firm offered to make 
design calculations relative to 
the adequacy of the , plant, 
prepare all necessary plans and 
specifications and prepare the 
EPA permit applications. 

Work would be done on an 
hourly basis with the cost not to 
exceed $700. 

A stipulation in the proposal 
stated, “At this time, I can not 
guarantee an EPA permit, 
although, I can assure you that 
we will cease all work at any 
point that a permit seems 
unlikely.

Williamsville to drop out of the 
race for U.S. senator 

Former Gov. Richard B 
Ogilvie has been telling, in 
fluential) Downstaters that 
Kirby should withdraw and 
leave the field open to 
LaGrange lawyer and former 
state representative George M 
Burditt 

Kirby is known to be unhappy 
about a clear lack of en- 
thusiasm about his candidacy 
from U.S. Sen. Charles H. Percy 
and GOP State Chairman Don 
Adams, : 

Beneath the Statehouse Dome 
there has been speculation that 
Kirby might leave the race by 
the Dec, 22 deadline for with 
drawing petitions. 

‘There are increasing Capitol 
reports that in a year when 
campaign money is un- 
precedentedly scarce, Kirby is 
having difficulty raising any 
kind of a primary war chest 

Estimates of the amount of 
money needed to mount an 
effective campaign against an 
organization candidate go as 
high as $1 million 

Some strategists believe 
Kirby would have difficulty 
raising even one-tenth of that 
amount, 

Besides the core money 
problem, he also faces the 
handicap of trying to stir in- 
dependent party interest at a 
time when most active party 
workers, from the top on down, 
feel that the last thing Mlinois 


significant 


Republicans need in 1974 is @ 
hard-fought, bitter and dividing 
primary fight. 

Increasingly cited is the 
nightmare Republican year of 
1964. In spite of gathering 
clouds of doom on the national 
scene, Illinois Republicans 
staged a massive primary 
donnybrook and thereby aided a 
Democratic sweep of all state 
contests as well as a gigantic 
890,887 vote victor for 
President Lyndon Johnson over 
Barry M. Goldwater 

Although then, as now, all the 
carly odds were heavily in favor 
of the Democrats, Republican 
hopefuls rushed into the 
primary as if Dwight 
Eisenhower were still running 

Incredibly, seven competed 
for the lieutenant governor 
nomination. There were six in 
the race for secretary of 
five for attorney general, 
anastonishing eight for auditor 

With only a few exceptions, 
the primary aspirants could all 
be considered as serious can 
didates. 

Although the survivors in the 


ampede for the above offices 
were all clobbered in the fall, 
the biggest loss to the 
Republican cause was in the 
governor's race, where Charles 
H. Pe battled to within 
179,209 voles of unseating 
Democratic incumbent Otto 
Kerner. 

Even today, some students of 
Hlinois political history believe 
that if it had not been for the 
primary gang-fighting, Percy 
would have beaten Kerner 
despite the Johnson landslide 

Instead of repeating the 1964 
catastrophe, most GOP leaders 
would like to see the party 
emulate the 1966 story when the 
emphasis was on party unity 
Primary fighting was avoided 
that year and the GOP came off 
the mat to ride with Perey in an 
upset victory over previously 
unbeatable Sen. Paul H 
Douglas 

Although the odds are even 
tougher for 1974, some GOP 
strategists see a possibility that 
Burditt could surprise heavily 

vored Democratic Sen. Adlai 
E. Stevenson

Beginning the first day of the 
new year, motorists and 
pedestzians alike must come to 
terms with “right turn on red 
after stop.” 

That's the. date for im- 
plementation of the new- law 
passed by the last General 
Assembly permitting motorists 
to turn right on a red light after 
stopping — if it is safe to do so. 

On the side of the pedestrian, 
the law specifically says that 
the motorist attempting to 
make a right turn on red after 
stop “shall yield the right-of- 
way to pedestrians lawfully 
within an adjacent crosswalk 
and to other traffic lawfully 
using the intersection.” 

A Left turn on red will be 
permitted at intersections 
where signs directing it are 
present, most likely into one- 
way streets where traffic 
travels to the left. 

The system has been in use in 
California since 1946. Presently, 
nine other states, including 
Florida and Minnesota, employ 
this system. Indiana will put it 
into effect later néxt year.
